WHY FOREIGNERS STAY HOME. 

Coincidentally with the assertion 
of an American professor that 
America’s’ restriction of immigra- 
tion is responsible for Europe’s over- 
population comes a statement from 
a London economist to the effect 
that England’s unemployment is due 
to America’s refusal to: admit aliens 
in large numbers, If these two views 
did not ‘express. .a widespread pop- 
ular delusion they..would hardly. .be 
worthy of consideration... Unfortu- 
nately, many persons here. and 
abroad ‘have made: similar charges 
and so have helped confuse thinking 
about the movements of.peoples. For 
Americans.-in—particular,- to. whom 
the question: of immigration has al- 
ways been’ of especial: significance, 
it is important to understand clearly 
the various factors concerned: : 

Students of population problems 
agree that emigration per se is no 
cure for overpopulation. Im fact, 
the proposition has been laid down 
(erhaps too dogmatically) that 
every person who emigrates from 
his home land. simply makes it pos- 
sible for. another to take his place. 
This ‘is but a way of saying that 
where the pressure of population is 
acute the food.of the emigrant. will 
be promptly eaten by some one else. 
Only if emigration were possible on 
an ‘enormous scale would it tempo- 
rarily alleviate the pressure of popu- 
lation. Even if Italy, for example, 
were to’ send abroad each year as 
many of her sons and daughters as 
the total excess of births over deaths, 
the population would not decrease. 
As a matter of fact, during the 
years of Europe’s greatest export ‘af 
emigrants to the Americas the popu- 
lation of the lands which sent out 
the largest numbers. continually 
moved upward, ___ 

Leaving aside the debatable ques- 
tion whether national fecundity im- 
plies the right .of dumping excess 

citizens on other nations, it is essen- 
tial:to bear:in mind that there are 
large portions of the world where 
European immigrants are welcomed. 
Argentina and. other South. Ameri- 
can nations seek new. settlers. -Can- 
ada and Australia have offered spe- 
cial inducements to British subjects 
to. settle. .within their boundaries, 
but with ony scant success. The as- 
sertion that America’s restriction 
policy has kept Englishmen at home, 
to the. impoverishment of all con- 
cerned, is not founded on reason. In 
reality, since America’s immigration 
restriction law has gone into effect 
the’ English have shown no great 
anxiety “to fill their quota to the 
limit. 

It is, of course, true that the 
United States*has been the particu- 
lar, magnet which drew Europeans 
from home. But the mere fact that 
the United States has closed its doors 
does not mean that Europe’s surplus 
population must remain bottled up 
and either starve or fight. This is 
but. a specious argument against 
immigration restriction when there 
are many more plausible ‘and more 
sound: that may be advanced. - Such 
pretensions in no way help the cause 
of the anti-restrictionists. Instead, 
they create ‘international ill-will by 
saddling America with blame which 
is. not;justly ‘hers,

The |HOME AND PUBLIC ACCIDENTS. 


While the general death rate in 
the United ‘States is going: down, ‘the 
accident. death . rate _is . mounting 
steadily. The Statistics. Committee, 
headed by Mr. Lovrs I. DUBLIN, un- 
der the National Safety. Council, has 
just published its report of accidents 
in 1927, That year promises to show 
corded for the country,.but no. im- 
provement is..shown. for. accidents. 
If this. year’s increase is as great as 
that of 1927 over 1926, 100,000 lives 
‘will be lost in accidents, _ 

The, committee, in setting forth 
‘these depressing facts, also gives

through intelligent analysis of causes.

led- to careful analysis. It is partic- 
ularly tragic that more than a 
fourth of the number killed in au- 
tomobile accidents are children un- 
der-15 years of age. By far’ the 
greatest proportion were playing in 
the ‘streets. This at once suggests 
the remedy that should’ be applied, 
though how it can be done in con- 
gested districts is not. always easily 
discoverable. Of the nearly 200,000 
drivers of cars reported in accidents 
only 6 per cent. were women. It is 
also interesting to note that their 
dedth rate in such accidents fol- 
lows the -general: accident rate in 
comparison with that of men, be- 
ing about a third of that for males. 
People often blame motor accidents 
on an unfavorable ‘road or weather 
and light conditions. Statistics. show 
that three-fourths of them occur on 
a dry road in clear weather with the 
benefit of ‘either daylight or ‘good 
artificial lighting. One might’ sup- 
pose that when the miotorist ‘is far 
from home on a holiday trip he 
would be inclined to cut loose from 
the restrictions of his local consta- 
ble. However, most drivers have 
their accidents: in their home towns. 

Much less knowledge is available 
concerning falls, burns, scalds, cuts 
and scratches sustained at home. 
They may cause‘as much pain as 
being knocked down by a truck, and 
they frequently result in time lost 
from. work and in hospital bills. But 
unless they result fatally the facts 
are usually not recorded. Claims 
paid by insurance companies for 
home: injuries indicate ‘that there 
must have been several ‘millions’ of 
them which were never heard ‘ of 
beyond the premises; Some cities 
which work hard at their accident 
problems report a remarkably large 
proportion occurring at home. Dur- 
ing the last five years, Providence, 
R. I, reports home accidents caus- 
ing half of all accidental deaths: in 
the city. This presumably does not 
indicate that homes are growing 
more dangerous, but that public 
places are becoming safer. 


PLANS FOR NICARAGUA. 

In a little more than a. year offi- 
cers of the United States ‘Marine 
Corps in Nicaragua have trans- 
formed crude native material. into 
a@ non-partisan military force for 
police duty. The same work was 
done’ in Cuba after the war with 
Spain, in the Philippines’ and in 
Haiti. At the end of the second in- 
tervention in Cuba the: Rural Guard 


“had been drilled into a high state of 


efficiency by American officers. On 
parade and on the march the 
Cubans could hardly he _ distin- 
guished from American ' regulars. 
The color line.was not drawn, but 
most of the officers were white. The 
men handled their rifles well in ma- 
noeuvres and showed themselves 
prompt in the discharge of their 
duty. on patrol. While. General 
BARRY was still in command at 
Camp Columbia there was a rising 
in Oriente—that is to say, a squad 
of men took.to the manigua and 
defied the authorities. The guard 
was called upon to bring them in. 
In the revolution of 1895-98 most of 
the fighting was done ‘at long range, 
a great deal of firing with very 
little execution, both Spaniards and 
Ctibans being very wary of ambush. 
But in this emeute during the Amer- 
ican occupation a battalion of the 
Rural Guard, under the léad of its 
white officers, rushed every posi- 
tion of the insurgents and captured 
or killed most of them. Today the 
Rural ‘Guard takes the place of a 
standing army and continues: to be 
an admirable force for preserving 
order. 

In Haiti the marine officers under 
General RUSSELL ‘have converted un- 
gainly blacks into smart, upstand- 
ing, active soldiers. Well fed and 
uniformed and treated with consid- 
eration, the men of the Haitian con- 
stabulary have never failed General 
RUSSELL: in an emergency.’ Many 
of them are expert marksmen. <A 
squad was taken over to France sev- 
eral years ago.and won the highest 
honors at the butts. The marine of- 
ficers have taught the native Hai- 
tians not only how to be capable 
soldiers but how to live, and they 
show their gratitude by fidelity. As 
was the case in Cuba, a trained 
force that can be used as a standing 
army to support the Government will 
be left in Haiti when the Ameri- 
cans evacuate the country. The 
Philippine constabulary and. the 
Scouts are an. old. story...

HOSPITAL ‘DISCUSSION. 


It was hardly. to be expected. that 
so important a change: as; the pro- 
posed consolidation of the city’s hos- 
pitals could ‘be effected overnight. 
The State Board of Charities has 
put forward criticisms of the reor- 
ganization bill worked out by Mayor 
WALKER and Controller Berry in col- 
laboratton with the experts from the 
Academy of Medicine. There is ob- 
jection to admitting non-residents to 
the municipal -héspit ‘and ‘to’ 'ac- 
cepting patients who.can pay. their 
way. . Advocates of the plan / will 
doubtless reply that :the ‘hospitals 
take a ‘few: non-residents ‘now and 
that a large number of:their patients 
pay something for ‘services rendered. 
Dr. GOLDWATER ‘does ‘not ‘think that 
the ‘private ‘hospitals’ need be’ dis- 
turbed, and Mr. Homer FOLKS of the 
State Charities Aid Association has 
given his endorsement to the. reor- 
ganization plan, 

_ Other. critics—Dr. HARRIS. denies 
that. he is .one of.them—are con- 
cerned. lest. the - reorganization : in- 
ject: politics into the hospitals. It ‘is 
difficult to see why there should be 
any more politics in a single depart- 
ment than ‘in the three separate 
jurisdictions ‘now ‘existing.

Kellogg Sends Out Draft.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The new 
draft of a treaty for outlawing war 
with an accompanying note urging 
that it be signed has been sent by 
Secretary Kellogg to fourteen Gov- 
ernments. 

It is to be delivered by American 
diplomatic officers to the various for- 
eign offices simultaneously under ar- 
rangements providing for its pub- 
lication soon afterward. 

Although the State Department ‘de- 
clined to discuss the matter today, 
it is understood that the new draft 
treaty varies slightly from the orig- 
inal through: inclusion of a clause 
in the preamble 8 that the 
signatories shall , not bound. as 
against any participant ¢ that violates 
the treaty. 

Other governments, such as Ru- 
mania and Yugoslavia, which with 
Poland, make up the Little Entente, 
and such nations as Spain have not 
yet been invited -to become original 
parties to the compact.
